The thing to do 
then, as you know, is to turn the 
other way. © This helps the fluld 
settle down and the fecling of 
dizziness goes.

Onc night a bag of colns was tossed 
in at his window. ‘The next night the 
act was repeated. But on the third 
night the father watched, and the 
anonymous giver was detected. The 
jolly blshop stood with the third bag 
of coins in his hand. The father was 
very, proud, and he wouldn’t accept 
the money. The good bishop begged 
the poor man to accept the gifts and 
use them for his daughters’ dowrics, 
requesting that his name never be 
revealed. At last the father accepted 
the money for his daughters, but he 
couldn't keep the name of the gen- 
crous bishop a secret. 


Tho tradition’ of St. Nicholas in|: 


America “was spread by German 
and Scandinavidn settlers, and in- 
troduced from there to England -at 
the end of the eighteenth century. 
His name, became corrupted to 
Santa Claus. His gown of senrict, 
trimmed with white fur, is a Swiss | 
idea. 


It is thought that St.’ Nicholas 
died about 345 A. D.,'and for thirty 
days following his festival day his 
fenlal spirit roams the carth, filling 
the hearts of mankind with love ant 
‘gencrosity. He gave his gifts with- 
out the thought of return—the true 
spirit of St. Nicholas ond Christmas,
